I muſt confeſs, I could never have been 
brought to foul my- Fingers with ſo baſe a 
Subject , had I not been Provok'd, and-al- 
mott Challeng'd to it, by this ſame Young's in- 
tolcrablc Inſolence, even after he found him- 
{cf detected of manuteſt Forgery. 

For the laſt time I was diſcharg'd by the 
Lords at Whitehall, on June the 13th, where- 
of I have alrcady given a full Relation; 
whil'{t I was paſſing through the outer Room, 
mn my way home, there being-a Crowd of 
People, I ſtopp'd, and ſaid, I pray, Gentle- 
men, Is Mr. Young here ? I would fain have 
another Sight of the Man, who has pur him- 
ſelf upon- me as my. old Acquaintance, and 
ntmate Friend : Though I never ſaw him in 
my Litc till this very day. 

Divers of the Company preſently ſhewing 
mc where he was, ſitting by. himſelf; I faid 
to him, - Robert Young, Your Conſcience can- 
not bur condemn you for having thus mor- 
cally..ajured me,- and other innocent Perſons: 
F:cannor. call to, mind, that ever I gave you 
the leaſt; Provogation; 1: am ſorry now for 
] your

your own Sake, that you arc ſtill ſo obſtinate 
in defending your Forgcrics, attcr they have 
been ſo undeniably detected. For you know, 
there is one of your own Confederates within, 
who has plainly confe(s'd them. 

At this he briskly, and moſt audaciouſly, 
reply'd to mc, without the l.aft Cuncernment 
that I could obſcrve, Confeſsd! No; You ſhall 
find, to your ſorrow,all is not confeſs'd Jer : A Par- 
liament will come; and then you ſhall hear more 
from me. 1 Ictt him, praymg God to give 
him Grace to repent; and only adding, That 
elſc he was more 1n danger of his own Dam- 
nation, than I of Ius Accuſation- in Parhia- 
ment. 

Now therctorc, becauſe of this impudenct 
Defiance, I have taken ſome Pains to Inquire 
into the Man, and his former Courſe of Life. 

And notwithſtanding the Time of my In- 
quiry has been fo ſhort, (for he was never 
Perſonally known to me till I faw him at 
Whitehall on the 13th of June laſt,) nay, 
chough the Scene of his Impious Actions has 
bcen ſo large, that I have becn forc'd to col- 
lect my Incelligence trom far and ncar; yet I 
have been ſo fortunate in my Diſcoverics of 
him, and his Mect-help, chat now I look up:

Evi-- 
dencing ; which I think 1s as. bad-as can be 
ſa:d of him in fo tew Words. 

As to a Diſcovery of the whole Plot and 
Contrivance againft my ſelf and orhers, I have 
been able to penetrate no farther yer, than to 
find that'it was harch'd and ripen'd in Newgate, 
wherc-ever 1t was firſt Jaid, or defign'd. 

Of the Managers or Abcrtors of it, there 
ars but very tew hitherto-come to myKnow- 
ledge : Tho' no doubr'there -are more (till 
behind the Curtain. And-many other Honeſt 
Men 1n all hkelihood had been accus'd after 
the ſame manne:, had this firſt Attempt taken 
effect. 

For how can it be tmagin'd, they would 
only have introduc'd the good Arch- 
biſhop Sancroſt, and the poor Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, and joyning us with three or four Per- 
ſons of Honor, and a Citzzen'or two, _

then ſuppos'd us to be ſo Mad, as to engage 
under our Hands ; to ſeize on the QUEEN's 
Perſon; to ſurprize the Tower ; to raiſe a 
mighty Army; and to bring the City of Lon- 
don into Subjection ? 

No : Without all Queſtion, if this Falſe 
Aſſociation had once paſs'd for Authenrick, 
many other Papers of the ſame Nature would 
ſoon have becn produc'd out of the ſame 
Forge ; to the involving of many other in- 
noccnt Pceiſ>ns, both of Clergy and Laity, 
in the hke Counterfeit Guile. 

Bur till Time ſhall bring to light more of this 
Deteſtable Work of Darknc(s, the whole Ig- 
nominy of 1t muſt be ſhar'd at preſent among 
the pretended Witneſſes, whom I. have al- 
ready heard namcd. 

Of theſe there was one Captain Lawe men-- 
tion'd both by Young and h.s Wife. And they: 
boaſted much of h:s concurring Tclt:mony, , 
' when he ſhould appear. Yer of him I have 
nothing mcre to ſay, than that: I find, there 
rcally was ſuch a Man as Lawe; a Priſoner roo 
in Newgate, and freed from thence the. 
Fifth day of Auguſt 1691 : A Captain, Toung . 
ſaid, he was ; and he might as cafily make. 
him one, as he made himſelf a Prieſt : —

no otherwiſe than in Fiction. 

How this Captain got his Liberty, I have 
yet no Reaſon, that I know of, to examine 
ſtrictly ; ſeeing he has hitherto had either the 
Modeſty or the Cunning to withdraw him- 
ſelf, and nor to venture being an Evidence in 
ſo bad a Caulſc. 

For the preſent thercfore I leave Captain 
Lawe, as I found him, with no other Mark 
of Diſgracc, but what his Friend Young has 
fx'd upon him, by naming him as a Man 
likely to deſerve the Title of the Third Diſco- 
vercr of his Plot. | 

Of Blackhead too, beſide what relates to 
my Self, which the Reader has had before, I 
have but one Story more to inſert here; 
though that indeed- 15 home, and to the pur- 
poſe. For this very Stephen Blackhead was 
Priſoner alſo-in Newgate, and condemned on 
Fanuary 15, 1689, to ftand in the Pillory, 
and- to loſe his Ears; together with one 
Lewis and one Patrick; being all three Con- 
victed of one and the ſame Forgery. 

Lewis and Patrick, it ſeems, were ſo 1l] be- 
friended as to, have the Rigor of the: Law 
paſs upon them. By what Favour Blackhead 
came 
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came to be Repricy'd and Pardon'd, it is not 
now my Bufineſs over-curiouſly to inquire. 
Elſe I could perhaps tell a Story, how the 
Knave, being himſelf a broken Taylor, 
and employ'd in the ſoliciting of others 
Debts; and having, as is uſual, ſome Bulls 
and Letters of Attorney intruſted. with him 
for that purpoſe, had the good Luck and the 
Honeſty, by delivering up and cancelling one 
of them, to ſave his Ears, and purchaſe his 
Pardon. 

But perhaps I do not well to anticipate any 
part of Blackhead's other Knaverics, not 
doubting bur he will in time ſupply abundant 
Matter to deſerve a like Hiſtory of himſelf 
It is more than probable, that ſome other 
good and pcaccably-minded Man, having 
been as vilcly trepann'd by him as I have 
been, . though perhaps by ſome other "Way 
than a Flower-Pot, will have the ſame Reaſon 
ro ſcarch into all his Tricks, and to ſer them 
out with as much Variety, in as ample a 
manner, as I ſhall now. endcavour to do 


R. Youngs. | 
It 1s Nt R. Young, that, I conceive, has moſt 


meritcd eo be my. proper Subject. By what 
appears. yet, Blackbead was only the Le 
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and the Inſtrument : Young was the Chief, if 
not the firſt Contriver ot this Treacherous 
Deſign. Blackhead was touch'd with ſome 
Remorſe, ſo far as to reveal ſome part of the 
Truth; Young perfiſted to the laſt withour 
any Relenting. And when one would have 
thought he ſhould have been quite over- 
whelm'd with what his Colleague confeſſed, 
he had the Face, in ſo honourable a Preſence, 
with a prodigious and inimitable Turn of Im- 
pudence, to impute Blackhead's Confeſſion 
to my having Suborn'd him. 

As to R. Young therefore, I will firſt give 
a true Draught in little of his whole Life : 
That my Reader, keeping the principal Paſ- 
ſages of that in his Memory, may know 
n. 0 to require Satisfaction in any Particu- 
lar, from my Original Papers. 

Butnow, in the very beginning of R. Young's 
Story, I might be at ſome Loſs, what 1s 
really his Name; for in ſeveral Places he has 

ne under divers Names; and behaved 
himſelf ſo, as quickly to wear them all our, 
and to make it neceſſary for him to change 
them often. 

Thus, on ſundry Occaſions, he has paſs'd 
under the Names of Brown, Smith, Hutt, 
ones, 
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ones,' Green,' &c. In Dablin -he ſomertunes 
called himſelf Marſh: In Raphoe, - Hopkins; 
to render himſelf more acceptable in thus ill 
Projects; taking the true Names - of the 
worthy Archbiſhop and Biſhop of thoſe Sees 
at that time. 

Yer, after all, I find the Name of Young 1s 
moſt likely to pay all his Scores? for, not- 
withſtanding his many Divings under other 
Diſguiſes, it has ſo happened, that he has ſtill 
riſenup again at laſt, in his own truc Name of 
Robert Young. 

There may be alſo as great a Controver- 
ſic raiſed, What Country-man he 1s. In ſome 
of the Original Papers in my keeping, he 
paſſes for an Iriſh-man ; in ſome for a Scot- 
tiſh-man; -in his own Letters ( which I have 
the leaſt Reaſon of all to believe, and being 
my ſelf an Engliſh-man, I am moſt unwilling 
to believe, he gives himſelf out tor an Eng- 
liſh-man, born at Cheſter. Wherefore, till I 
am more familiarly acquainted with him, than 
he himſclf fays I am, I muſt be forc'd to 
lcave his Country uncertain: Though I am 
confident there will be no great Contention 
or Emulation between the Three Kingdoms, 
to which of them he owes-his Birth. 
C In 
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In-che ſame Letters; wherein;he fays he was. 
born at Cheſter, he affirms; That his Grandfa- 
ther wes Sir Pcetcr Young's Son, ard his Grand- 
mother the Duke of Lenox's Daughter, Had he 
really been deſcended from Sir Peter Young, E 
might ſtill urge, that he is the moreto blame 
in_rendring Az Honeft Stock, as he calls it 


there, infamous, by making it degenerate in- 
to the moſt enormous Crimes. | 
But.how can I credit him in this matter of 
bis Extraction fromSir Peter Young,and the Illu- 
{trious Houſe of Lenox; when in the very ſame: 
Paper there follows immediately that which, 
_ £0 my Knowledge, is a horrid Eye ; That he 
was Ordained. Prieſt by the Biſhop of Clogher ; 
For I ſhall give infallible Proof, that his Prieſts 
Orders he only impoſed on himſelf, by his 
own falſe Sew | | E 
But to clear up this whole Bufineſs, Fhave 
alſo by me a true Copy of an Account he 
gave of himſelf ; wherem, quite forgetting 
this- Romance of his being: a Cheſhire Man, 
and his near Kindred to the Duke of Lenox, 
he gives this Narrative of his own Life. 


It is dated May 26. 1683. and declares, 
That he was born at Warrington in Lancaſhire : 
That 
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That he went over into Irdhand, »avith fo 'Schoo* 
at Inisgkillm : That he thence wemoved 19 
Dublin-College, being 18 Tears old ; where he 
continued Seven ' Years, and' was | made Maier 
of Arts Eleven Tears ſince, : That thence he went 
to be Curate in Leighlin ; and for Three Tears 
laſt paſt was Chaplain to the Biſhop of Ferns 
and Leighln :: 7hat be Preached all\tbe Courſes 
for the Dean and Prebents'at 10 S, a_ Sermon < 
That he had all the Book-Money; that is, the 
Fees for Marriages, Burials and Chriſtenings, 
there being no other Pariſh-Church but the Ca- 
thedral : That he liv'd in the Biſhop's Hauſe 
till his Death ſince Chriſtmas : That, Two 
Years before, he Marrid the Biſhop's Houſe- 
keeper : That he had Teſtimonials from the Col- 
lege of Dublin ; - And was Ordain'd by his own 
Biſhop. 

Now would not any plam honeſt Man 
take this to be a {imple and true Narrative of 
the Mans Birth ,- his Education, and Can- 
verſation ? But nothing 1s more. certam 
than that every Line almoſt of all rhis 1s 
full of groſs Falſhoods. And, as Ill-Luck 
would have it, after he and his repu- 
ted Wife had rambled over England for d- 
vers Years, and cheated Multitudes of well- 
Q'y diſpos'd

difpos'd Petſons by the help of Falſe and Ly- 
ing Certificates, they being at laſt appre- 
hended and impriſon'd at Bury, as you will 
hear, confefs'd before. the Magiſtrates, That 
all their Teſtimomals. and Recommendations, 
were Falſe, and Forg'd. 

| Wherefore it is time for me to leave ſtill 


in the dark, as I find it, that: Age of Mr.. 
Young's Life, which he has made cither to. 
be meerly fabulous, or fo mixt with Truth. 
and Fable, that there is no diſtinguiſhing be- 


tween them. I now apply my ſelf to that 


part of it, which, from undoubted Teſtimo-. 
ny, I can affirm to be Hiſtorical. And I ſhall. 


date the beginning of this. Period about the 
Year 1680. 

In that Year, or near thereupon, his firſt 
famous Exploit, that occurs to me worthy of 
himſelf, was his Marrying a ſecond Wife, 
Mary Hutt, whilſt his firſt Jawtul Wife Ame 
Feabſly was living ; with whom he had Co-. 
habited Five Years, and had Three Children: 
by her... 

Then, to qualifie himſelf for Imployment 
in the Church of heland, and:to maintain his: 
Family, (which he had taken ſuch a- way to: 
creaſe). he did. really infinuate himſelt into, 
Deacons 
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Deacons Orders by the Hands of the Biſhop 
of Killaloo ; whom he circumvented by forg- 
ing the Archbiſhop of Caſhel's, the Biſhop 
of Waterford's, and other Clergy-mens Hands, 
to Falſe, but very ample Teſtimonials of his 
Morals, and Learning. 

But as for his Pricſts Orders, he was be- 
holding to no Biſhop for them : He had on-- 
ly recourſe to his own incomparable Faculty 
of counterfeiting Hands and Seals ; ſo that. 
if that. ſame Dr. Hookes, you wot of, had been 
but an honeſt Man, he might cafily have 
found out the Falſe Pricſt, without ever trou- 
bling himſelf to write to me about him. 

However, being after this manner Or- 
dain'd Deacon, and having Ordain'd himſelf. 
Prieſt, he got to be cntertain'd as a Curate, 
firſt at. 7Talogh. in the Dioceſe of Waterford ;, 
whence , for divers Crimes, he run away 
with another Man's Horſe, which he never: 
reſtored : Then at Caſtle-Reah in the County: 
of. Roſcommon, whence he was forc'd to flee 
tor getting a Baſtard : And laſtly, at Kildallin- 
in the Dioceſe of [{ilmore. 

Nor had. he been long in this laſt Cure, but- 
he was accuſed, for many Heinous Offences, 


before the Buhop of-that See; who at thie time - 
OL et 
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.of my writing this, 1s 'the Moſt Reverend 
.Archbiſhop of Dzblin : Whoſe juſt Deſcrip- 
cion of the Man, I ſhall give in its due place ; 
wherein his Grace has repreſented him, as the 
moſt Impudent, Lying, Profligate Wretch on 
the Face of the Earth. 

Wherctore to eſcape the Juſtice of his Dio- 
cclan, who knew th ſo throughly ; he 
Aed into the Dioceſe of Raphoe. Burt being 
purſued thither, and trac'd out by the No- 
- toricty of ſome of his New Pranks, he was 
apprehended by my old Fri.nd Biſhop Hop- 
kins, and firſt impriſon'd at Lifferd ; then re- 
moved to the Goal of Cavan : Where he was 
preſently loaded with many of his former 
Crimes ; cſpecially for hav-ng Two Wives 
then living ; Simon Hutt, tl: Fatncr of the 
ſecond, being then an Inhabitant and Inn- 
keeper in Cavan. 
 __ Whereupon the good Biſhop of Kilmore, 

now Archbiſhop of Dablin, fearing R. Young 
might come to be hang'd m his Gown, dc- 
graded him from his Orders ; if I may call 
them his, ſince the one of them he had ſur- 
— gotten, the other was really none 
at all. 

Shortly after he was Indicted, - and ſhould 


have

have been Try'd for his having: two! Wives : 
Bur he had fo ordcr'd the matter, by. an ad- 
mirable Artifice , ( which I ſhalt tell by 
and by,) that the two Women could never 
be brought together ar his Trial, to own him 
for their Husband. 

By this means he was diſcharg'd of a: 
Crime, whercot I ſhall. preſently give mani- 
feſt Proots, bclides his own Conteſlion, under 
his own Hand ; which, I hope, the Reader: 
will not think he did Counterfeit too. 

But ſt]] being in Cavan Gaol for Fecs and: 
Debts contracted there, to free himſelf thence 
he made Application ro the Duke of Ormond, 
at that time Lord-Licutcnant of that King- 
dom ;- pretending, That 1f he were once out 
of: Priſon, and had Leave to appear before 
his Grace, he could make notable Diſcove- 
ries of dangerous Plots againſt the Govern-- 
ment; in which ſome of the Nobility, and» 
ſeveral Biſhops, were concerned. 

Whercupan, the Popiſh-Plot having been: 
juſt before in full vogue there, as well as 
here, the Duke thought it expedient to grant: 
him Is Liberty, in order to his conung- up 
to Dublin, to make good what he had ſo con- 
adently: promisd.. 
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But the Knave had his end, and having 
-got out of Gaol by a pretence ſo plauſible, 
ke never thought of calling at Dublin, but 
retired ſecretly to Inis4illim, and let the Diſ- 
covery of that Plot ſhift for it (elf : Which, 
they that knew him beſt may think, was the 
honeſtcſt Action of his Lite; to break only 
a Promiſe, that he might avoid being an Iriſh 
Evidence: And perhaps ſome of my Friends 
may bc apt to ſay, $7 fic omnta. 

Whilſt he was lurking at Inishillin, he in- 
tic'd thither his ſecond Wife Mary Hutt, who 
has ever ſince run the ſame Fortune with 
him, and becn the inſeparable Companion of 
all his Frauds, and was the very Woman that 
appeared againſt mc before the Lords, to 
juſtific the Aſſociation. So that from that time 
we hcar nothing more of his true Wife Arr 
Zeabſley. It ſeems he then entirely caſt her 
oft, after he had allurd her, by the moſt ſo- 
lemn Vows of living with her alone, and for 
cver renouncing the other, to be the chief 
Inſtrument of his not being convicted at Ca- 
wan; and that by no leſs than a downright 
Perjuring her ſelf for his Sake. 


But 
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But whatever became of her, 1t 1s certain, 
that it was with Mary Hutt he fled into En- 
gland, in oraboutthe Year 1683. And from 
that time to this, they have run a conſtant 
uninterrupted Race of all kinds of Wicked- 
neſs in this Kingdom ; ſcarce ever paſling a 
Month, or a Week, of theſe Eleven Years, 
without cither being actually in ſdme Priſon, 
or commutting ſuch Crimes as deſery'd the 
deepeſt Dungeons. 

The firſt News I hear of him, after his 
Arrival in England, was upon his making Ap- 
plication to the Venerable Archbiſhop San- 
croft, tor ſome Employment in our Church. 
This he did in the Garb, and under the Cha- 
racter of a diſftreſs'd Iriſh Clergy-man ; and 
to prove himſelt ſuch, he exhibited his 
Counterfeit Orders from the Biſhop of 
Clogher. And I muſt not onut, that, as a 
Teſtimony of his Modeſty, this his firſt Viſit 
at Lambeth, and the producing his Orders 
there, was within a Month aftcr he had been 
degraded in Ireland. 

But the wiſe and wary Archbiſhop imme- 
diately ſuſpected him and his Letrers of Or- 
ders ; they being not in Form, or the ufual 
Style, nor the Scal fix'd in its due place. 

D Againſt 
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ainſt all which: Exceptions the Falfary 
roy as well as he could wich a Banc 
Lye. Yet he received no other Anſwer, bur 
chat his Grace had no Cure void. his Gift. 

Brit 7oung would not bepur off fo, ſhortly 
aftcr he came again, dchring and prefling the. 
Archbiſhop,to recommend him to be Chaplam: 
to ſome Ship, or to fome Cure in one of our 
Weſtern Plantations. Which his Grace again 
refuſed, and upon ſurer Grounds than before : 
For in the mean.time he had ſentto Dr. Foley, 
Chaplain to the Archbiſhop of Dablin, then: 
in England; for a better Inffcrprition CONCECrn- 
ing this bold and importunate Man ; which: 
produc'd the Letters hereafter ſet down from 
the Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin, and the 
Lord. Biſhop of Ferns and Leighlin, touching 
his Forging of Orders, his Degradation, his 
—_— Marriage, and other has. good Qua- 
It1Es. : 

Thus failing at the Archbiſhop's, he forth- 
with ſent his Woman to Windſor, where the 
Court then reſided, with a Petition to the 
King ; therein ſhe ſets forth, That her Name 
was Mary Green, the Wife of one Robert Green, 
an Iriſh Miniſter ; who, going into the Weſt-In- 
dies, upon urgent Afﬀairs, was taken C m—_ 
Jy 
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by the Pyrats of Sally. Therefore ſbe prays that 
the Ming would be Graciouſly pleas d to Re- 
commend her ſad Condition to the Clergy of 
England ; and that His Majeſty would Re- 
queſt them ( fo her Secretary words it ) to 
contribrte their Charity toward her Husband's 
Ranſom. | 

This Petition was read in Council Zzn.18. 
1684. and referr'd to the Lord Archbuhop 
of Canterbury, and the Lord Biſhop of London. 
But we may be ſure the Peritioner , or her 
Hhusband, came no more ro Lambeth, for 
an Anſwer to the Reference, They took a 
ſhorter way, and much eaſier to thenaſc]yes; 
they forg'd a favourable Report upon the Pc 
tition, under the Archbiſhop and Biſhop of 
London's Hands and Seals ; by Vwtae of 
which (together with the Archbyhop's true 
Hand and Scal , which they had gotten by 
chance, and afhix'd a falſe Recommendation 
to it) they wander'd a long time over Eng- 
land, ſorazimes together , ſometimes aſun- 
der, he paſſing for her Brother, ſometimes 
under the Name of Robert Hutt, ſometimes 
- of Robert Green ; and ſo cheated the King's 
Snbjcs of ery. conſiderable Sums. 
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But at Icngth this Plot. was unluckily ſpoil'd 
by their coming in their progreſs to play 
cheir Pranks in Suffolk, the Archbiſhop's Na- 
tive Country, eſpecially in Bury ; where cx- 
hibiting their falſe Recommendations. to 
Mr. Cleggat the Miniſter of that Town, the 
Vagabond and his Quean were ſeiz'd upon 
fuſpicion; and being ſeverally examin'd, \ tou 
themſelves confeſs'd before divers Juſtices of 
the Peace the whole Train of their Forgcries | 
in this Particular.

+ Sometime after this, having made a Pro- 
perty of the Name of Green, and of the Cap- 
ave Iriſh Miniſter long enough, and ſqueez'd 
out of 1t as much Money as it would afford;

a Traffick by one Pilloring at Bar, they ſtill 
carried it on, only changing the Scene, and 
altcring their Style : She, that before was. 
Mary Green, 1s again ſent out, and furmiſh'd 
by her Friend, with a new ſet of forg'd In- 
firuments, and Names. j, 
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Insfome of her falſe Recommendatory Pa- 
pers, ſhe paſſed for Mrs. Mary Jones, Wite of 
Mr.Robert Jones, Rector of A/bford: In others, 
for Mrs. Mary Smith; Witc of Mr. Fohn Smith, 
ſuppoſed Rector-roo., at+ the' ſame time, of 
the ſame A/bford,in the Dioceſe of Canterbury; 
whereas neither Jones, nor Smith, was . ever 
Rector there, no more than Do&tor Hookes 
is Rector of Wingrave m_ Buckinghamſhire. 

However, each of theſe her new Husbands 
was pretended to be a - Priſoner for a vaſt 
Debt. upon the account of Suretiſhip : And 
ſhe carried about with her divers counterfeit 
Letters of the Hand tyl of Archbiſhop San- 
croft, deſiring (and in one of her Papers ma- 
king his Grace humbly to beſeech) the Con- 
tributions of the Biſhops and Clergy for the 
poor Mans Enlargement. 

This Cheat was indced more Gainful to 
them than the former. The ,Archbiſhop's 
Hand was ſo admirably well imitated, cſpe- 
cially in the Subſcriptions of his Name, thar 
ſhe generally met with a very kind Receptt- 
on ; and particularly applying her ſelf ro three 
Biſhops, who, of all the Bench, were the 
Archbiſhop's moſt intimateFriends, even they 
were decciv'd by a.

Reading Praycrs, as a Subſtitute to one who 
was himſclf a Subftiture to the Chaplain of 
the College : whereas he knew, and had pra- 
&isd, afar more ready way of getting a 
plentiful Livelyhood ; whether honeſt or 
diſhoneſt he marrer'd nor. | 

Whetetfore removing hence to'Wapping , 
and: thence ro White-Chappel;. he began to 
look our for” ſome fitter place for a new 
Scene-of Action; where he might more pro- 
fitably exerciſe his Beſt beloved Faculty of 
Counterfeiting Hands and-'Scals. 

Art length he caſt his Eye on' St. Albans, a 
Town, which by reaſon of its great" Trade, 
and convenient. diſtarice from London; 'and 
being ſo greata Thorough-Fair,hepitclicd on 
to Practifc in it ſome of the Clanlieft _ 
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I muſt-ifay , of his knaviſh Dexterity in 
that kind. | 

Retween. S. Albans and London he began to 
ply in the beginning of the year 1688, and 
it was not long before he crept into a great 
Familiarity in the Poft-Howſe there. By what 
Arts of Courtſhip he became ſo intimate on 
a ſudden in the Family, 1 leave it to the en- 
ſuing Papers to inform my Reader. 

However, by this means, he procured the 
abſolute Command of all the Mails of that 
Road; and ſo had the opportunity of open- 
ing and peruſing, and taking out, and put- 
ting in, what Letters he pleaſed, between the 
chick Traders of thoſe parts, and ther Cor- 
reſpondents in London.

Pounds, and took his Bill of Exchange for 
It, to one Mr. Jonathan Kendall of London: 
Mr. Clarke alſo ſending a Letter of Advice; 
that he had drawn ſuch a Bill upon him for 
the Uſe of Mr. Robert Smith. 

tobert Young, whom we muſt now call 
Robert Smith, torg'd another Bill verbatim 
by the true one, for the ſame Sum of 
twenty Pounds, payable to himſclf under 
the ſame falſe Name: and ſtraight coming up 
to London , deliver'd the Forg'd Bill to 
Mr. Kendall: which being ſo very cxactly 
done, Mr. Kendall made no delay of paying 
it, and had Robert Smith's Receipt, Dated 
Zuly 16. * 

As ſoon as this was over, honeſt Robert 
imcdiately took Horſe, and haſted down 
to Northampton ; where arriving on '7uly 17. 
he forthwith went to Mr. Clarke, and told 
him, That he had offerd his Bill at London, 
but Mr. Kendall refuſed to 'pay it, and there- 
fore deſired his Money again, producing the 
cruc Bill: which Mr. Clarke receiving, and 
ſceing no imaginable Cauſe ot + Diftruſt, 
paid the Twenty Pounds without .any De-

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-- Thus far Mr. Clarke and' Mr: Kendal only.

bappen'd; and in ſuch a. manner that it was 
almoſt . impoſſible for. the . Wit: of Man: to 
Prevent It. | 

His ſecond Sr. Albans Cheat therefore was: 
this. Being now become- perfect in the exact 
Character of Mr. C/arke's Writing, he Forg'd 
a Bill, Daxged 0Fober 5. 1688, as drawn by Mr. 
Clarke on Mr. Kendall, for One hundred and 
fifty Pounds, payable at fight to his own Mary 
Young, under the Name of Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

And becauſe there was a. Neceſſity -that a 
Letter of Advice ſhould go before the Bill, 
he Counterfeited one alſo in this manner. In 
the Northampton Bag , which he opened at 
St. Albans, he found: a long Letter written to 
Mr. Kendall by Mr. Clarke, touching divers

chem. This Letter, he intercepred ; Tran- 
{crib'd it throughout, and about the mid- 
dlc of his falſe Copy, inſerted theſe Words, 
That he had drawn on My. Kendall, a Bill of 
One hundred and fifty Pounds, to be paid* 
upon ſight to Mrs. Mary Clarke ; and fo went 
on with the other Buſmeſs, as in the true 
Letter. This Forg'd Letter he put into the: 
Northampton Mail ; fo it went fafe to Mr. Ker- 
dall at London. 

The ncxt morning after, Mrs. Mary: 
Clarke camc to him with. her Bill Where-- 
uron Mr. Kendall, not in the kaft 
fuſgccting that the Bill or Letter of Advice 
were Forg'd, becauſe he was confident, they 
were both of Mr. Clarke's own Hand-wri-- 
ring, and the Lettcr giving him an account 
of ſcvcralorher Buſineſſes, which he thought 
could not poflibly be known to any, bur to: 
Mr. Clarke and himſelf, he preſently paid tos 
Mary Clarke the One hundred and fifty 
Pounds, and ſo loſt the whole Sum be 
yond Rcovery. 

His third Cheat on the ſame Road was 1n. 
this Manner.. . About the latter end of Fe- 
bruary, 1n the ſame year, 1688, he ſent: hs;

of Mary Young, to Mr. Jonathan Mathew of 
Daventry 1 Northamptonſhire. She paid him 
Nine Pounds ; tor which he gave her a Bill 
of Exchange upon Mr. Richard Shipton of 
London,payable to the faid Mary Young,which 
ſhe recciv'd March the 14th. 

By this-true Original of Mr. Mathew's own 
Hand, on the 18th of March following, he 
forg'd another Bill in the Name of the ſaid 
Mr. Mathew, tor 200 /. charged alſo on the 
ſaid Mr. Shipton. And having ſtill the Li- 

to ſearch the Daventry Mall at St. Albans, 
and finding there a Letter from Mr. Mathew 
to Mr. Shipton, he made the ſame uſe of it 
' as he had done that of Mr. Clarke's to 
Mr. Kendall ; Tranſcribed it entirely, and in 
the ſame ſurreptitious manner as betore, put 
in an Advice of his having drawn a Bill of 
2001. and for whom. Which Letter was im- 
medaately ſent by the Poſt to Mr. Shipron: 

The Falſe Bill and Letter of Advice, I am 
aſlured, was fo accuratcly Counterteited, 
that Mr. Mathew himſelt could not diſcover 
the difference, nor diſown 1t upon view; bur 
only in that he was certain he had never 
drawn any Bill of that Importance.

Mr. Shipton therefore was cafily deceiy'd 
by the Sinulitude of Hands ; and. R. Young 
haying ſcnt Mary to London, to receive the 
Money, he paid it without the leaſt ſcruple ; 
ſince this Letter of Advice alſo mentioned 
other things which Mr. Shipton knew to be 
true. 

Mr. Mathew, as ſoon as Mr. Shipton ſent 
him word, that he had paid in his Name a 
Sum ſo conſiderable, diſpatch'd immediately 
a Servant up to Londen, to let him know, 
He had never drawn any ſuch Bill upon him,. 
and had given him this timely Notice, that, 
if poſſible, he nughe retrieve the Money. 

Thenceforth they both us'd all imaginable 
Endeavours to diſcover the Authors of the 
Fraud. Which Mary Young perceiving, by 
their frequent Letters to cach other, Ro- 
bert having ſtill the Advantage of opening at 
St. Albans; (kc wrote Mr. Mathew a moſt inſult- 
ting Lettcr ; tclling him, That ſhe had made 
bol# to borrow of Mr. Shipton 200 1. upon his- 
Credit, but would repay it when ſhe was able: 
And to amuze him the more 'in his: Search, 
ſhe addeth a Flam Story, That ſhe had got- 
his Hand by Corrupting one' of the Letter-Carriers:, 
in London;, and that therefore he need not"

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trouble himſelf to enquire any farther about the 
Matter : Subſcribing her ſelf, Mary Young, a- 
lias Brown, alias Stewart, alias Forbus, alias 
Boner, Gc. of which pretty piece of Impu- 
dent Raillery, my Reader ſhall have the truc 
Copy, when it comes 1n 1ts courſe. 

His laſt Forgeries Practis'd at St. Albans, 
that have come within my Obſervation, were 
upon Mr. Olds of Coventry, and Mr. Billers 
of London. : 

But beforc I proceed to theſe, I muſt ac- 
quaint my Reader, that Robert Young had 
ow'd Mr. Olds and Mr. Billers an antient 
Grudge, of as long ſtanding as the Year 
1683 ; Becauſc then he could only defraud 
them of Ten Pounds, and a Ring, and not 
of one hundred Pounds, as he delign'd. The 
Caſe was thus: |
